According to B. Cady Herrick, chief of his 
attorneys, Gov. Sulzer decided not to de- 
fend himself in person because he did not 
want to be placed in the position of shielding 
himself behind his wife—for it was for Mrs. 
Sulzer, according to the testimony, that the 
governor had his Wall street dealings. 

Mr, Herrick said tonight the governor had 
heard from many quarters, including Wash- 
ington, that ‘“‘any man who would shield 
himself behind his wife ought to be re- 
moved."’ | 

Tomorrow and Friday will be devoted to 
summing up the case by the opposing counsel. 
Monday being a holiday, the court probably 
will adjourn from Friday until Tuesday, 
when it is expected the verdict on the gov- 
ernor’s guilt or innocence will be reached.

STEEL CORPORATION PLANS 


TO CURTAIL JOLIET PLANTS? 


es! of Continued Retrenchment. at 


Gary and South Chicago Attributed 
to New Tariff Policy. 


It was reported yesterday that the United 
States Steel corporation plans to close down 
on Saturday two of the steel plants of its 
subsidiary the Illinois Steel company at 
Joliet. This would throw 600 men out of 
work. It was stated at Gary at night that 
for the last thirty days the Indiana Steel 
company, another subsidiary of the “ trust,’ 
has been laying off from twenty-five to fifty 
men daily. Similar reports were received 
from South Chicago. 

The reduction is said to be part of a gen- 
eral plan to meet the new tariff law. 

Theodore W. Robinson, first vice president 
of both the Illinois and Indiana Steel com- 
panies, denied that any curtailment in prod- 
uct or reduction of employés is planned by 
either company.

The board then instructed the superintend- 
ent of schools to investigate and report all 
similar instance of “ neglect of duty.’’

Prof. Allyn addressed the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club in the Fine Arts theater. Repre- 
sentatives also were present from the Illinofs 
state food bureau, the health department, the 
food and market committee of the City club, 
the Fifth-first Street Food and Market club, 
the school of Houséhold Arts and Science, 
and the Clean Food club. 

Despite the samples of alleged food that 
Prof. Allyn exhibited, his lecture was not 
pessimistic. 
manufacturers than ever before who do not 
believe in fradulent foods, in adulterations, 
In false or deceitful labels. He said the 
general attitude of the public and the press 
toward pure food is bringing about better 
conditions. He gaye the woman's clubs 
credit for this state of the public mind. 


Reforms Urged by Expert. 

The additions to pure food legislation 
which Prof. Allyn particularly advocated 
were: ; 

A law requiring label on bakery 
goods which are not what they pre- 
tend to be. 

A law requiring labels on drag 
drinks at soda fountains, 

A law requiring lIabels for adul~ 
terated candy. 


“ There are three kinds of adulterations,”’ 
said Prof, Allyn. “ The first is the adultera- 
tion which,affects the pocketbook. Here is 
an example. This cocoa [exhibiting a sample] 
costs 10 cents a package. In contains 25 per 
cent of cornstarch: While it appears cheap, 
it actually is more expensive than a high 
grade cocoa. The consumer pays about 66 
cents a pound for thet-actual cocoa in this 
package where he would pay 40 to 50 cents for 
unadulterated high grade cocoa. 

“The second variety of adulteration is in 
cases where an injurious ingredient is used. 
The third is in the denaturing of foodstuff 
such as in skimming milk or in milling treat- 
ments of wheat or rice.” ' 


Quotes Bible on Pure Food. 

The first example of adulteration, accord- 
ing to the Massachusetts food expert, is 
recorded in the fourth chapter of the Second 
Book of Kings. 

“Ever since then there has been more or 
less of it going on,"’ continued Prof. Allyn. 
“ There were laws aguinst it in the thirteenth 
century; but they never were enforced. Here 
is a product called catsup. Thirty ounces 
sell for 10 cents.

Coal Tar-Benzoate-Ether Jam.

This contains 50 per cent of glucosé, 45 per 
cent of apple sauce, colored with coal tar 
dye, preserved with benzoate of soda, and 
flavored with synthetic ether. The ‘same 
product under a different label is used for 
strawberry or currant jam. . 

‘One of the most popular candies for chil- 
dren is called burnt peanuts. They are péa- 
nuts colored with ceal tar dye and covered 
with common shellac. I do not believe it is 
gcod for a child to fillits system with varnish 
Shellac is -hhigh in arsenic and has no food 
value.

PUT FIVE WOMEN IN JAIL. 


Workman at Baltic Mines. 


Calumet, Mich., Oct. 8—Eleven arrests 
were made in connection with the fatal shoot- 
ing of Joseph Pollock Jr., a deputy sheriff, 
by men supposed to be strikers at Huron- 
town, near Houghton, this morning, but only | 
three are held. 

One of the three is Joseph Manerich, who 
was shot through the stomach by Pollock and 
who is in a serious condition in a hospital. 

Manerich’'s statement to Prosecuting At- 
torney Lucas that only he and Pollock were 
involved, and that Pollock shot him and 
then himself, is disproved by the fact that 
the bullet which killed Pollock was removed 
from his head and found to be of different cal- 
iber than that of Pollock's revolver. 

According» to Sheriff Cruse, Pollock shot 
Manerich after Pollock himself had been 
shot. 

The sheriff tonight placed a guard around 
the jail to insure the safety of the two pris- 
oners there. : 

Five Women Are Arrested. 

Five women were arrested at the Baltic 
mine today for attacking and badly beating 
a workman, and one man was taken on the 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon. The 
strikers succeeded in preventing the Baltic 
mine employés from going to work.

Preparations are being made by the differ- 
ent mining companies to import all the men 
necessary to permanently take the places of 
strikers. All outside men employed will be 
told that there is a strike on, called by the 
Western Federation of Miners. The men 
brought in will be employed as trammers, 
as it is this class of labor that the strike 
mostly affects. 5 


Bars Strikers from Picket Duty. 

Lansing, Mich., Oct. 8.—The state Supreme 
court issued an order today requiring Judge 
O’Brien of the Houghton county Circuit 
court to immediately renew and place in 
force his injunction of Sept. 20, restraining 
the copper mine strikers from picketing. He 
recently dissolved the injunction at the re- 
quest of the strikers. 

The Supreme court slightly modified the 
injunction today, however, by making it 
permissible for the strikers to hold peaceful 
parades and meetings. 

The action was taken by the Supreme 
court at the request of Allen Rees, general 
counsel of the Calumet and Hecla Mining 
company.

THE GARBAGE COMMISSION. 

One thing ought to be clear in the midst 
of the garbage muddle, and that is the need 
of a considered permanent system of city 
“waste disposal. To study this question a 
commission was provided and appointed and 
Aan order appropriating $10,000 for its use 
passed July 28. As the mayor did not sign 
the, order, two months have been lost, but 


that is the greater reason for pushing this 


investigation now that the order has become 
effective without the mayor's signature. 
There are only a few months before spring 
and its acutesanitary needs. There is much 
for the commission to ascertain and con- 
sider. The garbage problem has been mis- 
handled enough It ought to be taken up 
without further delay and asolution worked 
out on a basis of expert knowledge free from 
fear or favor.

They don’t 
clean house, but they do put a splash of 
color into many lives that are monotonously 
gray. 

Several years ago, on the 4th of July, 
when Johnson whipped Jeffries, the writer 
was driving at sunset through one of the 
richest farming countries in the world. 

A pall seemed to‘have fallen over it as of 
some terrific universal grief. The people 
seemed cast into a nadir of woe. Many 
even guiped and choked before they could 
speak of the result.of the prize fight to a 
casual stranger. 

_ It is as futile to bewall such enthusiasms 
and despairs as to bewail ambitions for an 
eighty-nine at golf, soft beds, limousine cars, 
and the latest fashions in dress. That, as 
Arnold Bennett sald, is what life is. At 
least what an amazingly large part of it is 
for most of us. 

Congratulations to J. Franklin Baker. He 
was at the top of our heap—or, if you prefer, 
of his heap, and a very large one ft is, too— 
for a day. From a game toa game. Let 
him lose the next game bya baseball stupid- 
ity and he will pass from Austerlitz to—per- 
haps not all the way to St. Helena, but at 
least to Elba—in jig thme. 

But he must have had an intensely vivid 
moment when his whole braced and eager 
soul went out to meet that ball and. met It, 
and he caw its long arch into the bleachers 
while 40,000 clamored. 


OUR SIN OF WASTE. 

Three years ago Chicago held the first 
“Fire Prevention Day.” It was set by 
Gov. Deneen’s proclamation for the anni- 
versary of the Chicago fire, one of the great- 
est fire casualties in history. 

During the three years following the idea 
has spread and almost every western state 
and a majority of the eastern states now 
have a day set apart for the consideration 
of our huge fire waste and measures, pri- 
vate and public, to decrease it: 

Fire losses in the United States and 


_ Canada in 1912 were $225,820.900, most 


of them due to carelessness. Fire losses 
and the cost of fire prevention in the 
United States amount annually t> $450,- 
000,000, or more than the total American 
production of gold, silver, copper, end pe- 
troleum in a year. 

Chicago, which suffered so terribly trom 
fire, was the appropriate initiator of such 
@ day, but also.it is to be confessed that she 
still needs perhaps more than any other 
great city to face the facts of fire perf] and 
fire waste. There are large areas of Chi- 
cago in ever present danger of conflagration. 
Yet the city council has refused, because 
of the pressure of selfish and shortsighted 
interests, to extend the fire Nmits and dan- 
gerous construction continues. 

_ Over 5,000 are killed and 50,000 ere in- 
jured annually as ¢@ result of fire. 

_ But fire prevention depends not merely 
upon Jaws and their enforcement. It de- 
pends very largely. upon the development 
of habits of care among ourselves. Not 
only should factories, halls, theaters, etc., 
be kept free from dangerous conditions and 
building censtruction safeguarded, but in 
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end i insist upon care in thie use and dispo- | 
sition of inflammable material. 

Of 4,676 known causes of firesin Chi- 
cago last year, 970 were due to the vareless 
use of matches. Nearly 10,000 matches are 
scratched every second of the day im this 
country, every one a possible fire.

resolution as well as public determination. 


“NOT GUILTY.” 

Mr. Annenberg, the circulation managet 
of THe TRIBUNE, was acquitted on Tuesday 
by a jury in Judge Brentano's court. State's 
Attorney Maclay Hoyne, while endeavor 
ing to try this case in the newspapers and 
before the public, charged that Mr. Annen- 
berg wantonly shot an inpocent man, with- 
out provocation or excuse. In court his as- 
sistant, acting under Mr. Hoyne’s directiun, 
endeavored to convince the jury that Tur 
TRIBUNE employés, in their efforts to get 
photographic evidence of gambling in the 
Maxwell street district, were guilty of 
“ trespassing on private rights.” 

The jury found that Mr. Annenberg acte] 
in self-defense. The evidence showed that 
Tue TriBuNB employs had been attacked 
after the flashlight revealed them and their 
purpose, and that in endeavoring to get 
away from the gamblers Mr. Annenberg 
had shot, wounding one of the men in front 
of the crowd pressing up against Tum 
TRIBUNE automobile. : 

This man was Mr. Hoyne’s “ innocent 
citizen,”’ and the act was the “ unprovoked, 
wanton assault.” 

The trial of Mr. Annenberg and the ver- 
dict in the case need only this further ex- 
planation. Before the incident, Tux 
Trisune had criticised Mr. Hoyne in two 
particulars: First, for giving himself to a 
distracted effort to anticipate and nullify 
the legislative investigation of the voting 
machine contract by interposing a farcical 

“ grand jury inquiry ”’; second, for insisting 
that he should investigate the validity of his 
own election. 

In these two particulars Mr. Hoyne could 
not ‘be too severely criticised, and Tx» 
TRIBUNE did its best. It must be apparent 
now to al) citizens that the shooting of Mr. 
Hoyne’s “innocent citizen” in a gang of 
gamblers offered the gtate’s attorney an 
opportunity to hit back at a newspaper 
which had touched him severely. 

Therefore Mr. Hoyne tried the case be- 
fore he had heard even his own witnesses, 
and in his statements endeavored to con- 
vince the public that a desperate criminal 
in the employment of THz TRIBUNE was 
in the custom of running wild on thestreets, 
in company with other desperate characters 
employed by THe Trisunz, and that unless 
the law acted no citizen would be safe. 

Tum Trisune, in the Hoyne fiction, be- 
came an institution for “thwarting jus- 
tice” and “ nemesere the state’s attor- 
ney’s office.”

treatment of a woman and child and the 
brutal treatment of a newsboy. 

He has succeeded in giving himself ample 
reason for not endeavoring hereafter to usq 
his office to punish p or publications 
for the offense of crititis ing him.

WORK FOR THE BLIND. 

Six blind girls, graduates of the Mary- 
land School for the Blind, have been given 
places as telephone @perators in Baltimore 
and they are “ making good.” The jobs were 
given the girls as an experiment, and in r¢- 


me Ae 


/ sponse to the pleas of persons sipeaa g 


in the welfare of the blind. 

It ig doubtful whether the Baltimore et- 
periment will find favor in other cities. It 
is doubtful even whether it will be givenia 
much wider field in the Maryland city. Still 
the friends of the six blind girls who secured 
these jobs for them, and the. officers of the 
company that were willing to lend them- 
selves to this experiment, are to be com- 
mended. 

The lot of the blind man and woman in 
this country is a deplorable one. There are 
but few occupations they can enter. In 
these occupations the wages paid them, 
while it is all they earn, are pitifully small. 
They are living in direst poverty. If the 
success which the six blind girls are mak- 
ing as telephone operators will do no mare 
than call the attention of the public to the 
needs and ‘trials of the blind the effort will 
have been well worth while.

OZONE. 

LEAN, fresh, circulating alr is 
great purifying agent, one of the 
best known. Health authorities are 
agreed on that point. About one- 
fifth of the air is oxygen, and oxygen 

is powerful in changing the character of the 
things with which it comes in contact. 

Air that is all oxygen is a better oxidizer 
than air one-fifth oxygen. Again every- 
body is agreed. Ozone is an especially ac- 
tive form of oxygen, about three times as 
active as ordinary oxygen. This is an estab- 
lished fact, 

Every health authority advocating better 
ventilation drums these facta into the peo- 
ple. Certain manufacturers of ozone ma- 
chines twist these known facts to convince 
people that ozone machines should be In- 
stalled in offices to purify the air therein. 


~o 

The most dangerous of all fallacies are 
those which are founded on established and 
recognized facts. A man must be extreme- 
ly well informed to know at what point in 
the twist the fact ceases to bea fact. 

In consequence, ozone machines are 
found in many offices. In fact, a few years 
ago one was installed in the city hall, and 
it took a fair amount of testing by the health 
department to. prove to the chief of the de- 
partment where the machine was that the 
apparatus was worthless. 

About all that was investigated then was 
whether the machine did any good. -The 
conclusion was that it did not. The money 
which it cost was wasted. 

Recently the ozone machines as ventila- 
ting devices have been studied by Prof. Jor- 
dan of the University of Chicago and inde- 
pendently by the Oalifornia board of health. 
They came to the same conclusions.

Ozone will kill typhoid, pneumonia, diph- 
theria, consumption and other germa, but it 
will not kill these germe nntil the percentage 
of gas in the air is so strong that ft will kill 
guinea pigs. In fact, in the experiments 
Be guinea pigs died long before the germs 

id. 

They did not try it on men because that 
‘would have been murder. But, having 
found out the strength that kills germs and 
g@uinea pigs, they cut way below that at a 
point where germs would not be disturbed 
and had men breathe air containing those 
strengths.

T ts Prince William of Wied, and not his 
elder brother, Frederick, who has been 
selected by the great powers of Durope as 

‘ best fitted to reign over the new, inde- 
pendent state of Albania with the title of 

king. The press on both sides of the At- 
lantic made the mistake of imagining that 
Prince Frederick, married to the only child 
of the present king of Wurtemberg, was their 
choice, 

Prince William, a tall, handsome man, fein 
the line of succession to the crown of his 
first cousin, Queen Wilhelmina of the Nether- 
lands. He hae already considerable interests 
in the southeast of Europe, through his wife, 
who owns extensive estates in Roumania, in- 
cluding extremely valuable of! wells there. 
She inherited these from her Roumanian 
granémother, Mme. Cantacuzena, 

Her co-heir is her brother, Prince Gunther 
of Schoenburg-Waldenburg, who spent sev- 
oral months in America last spring, with a 
view of acquainting himself with American 
methods of developing oil bearing lands, and 
the routine pursued by the Standard Oil com- 
pany in the distribution of the product, in or- 
der to apply them to the property which he 
and his sister, Princess William of Wied, own 
in Roumania.

, The greater portion of the princess’ giri- 
hood was passed in Roumania with her 
Cantacuzene grandmother and relatives, and 
ehe was frequently asked to the castle of 
Pelesh, the summer residence of Queen 
“Carmen Sylva,” who became fond of her. 

The princess ig wonderfully gifted and an 
altogether remarkable musician, not only a 
talented) pianist and singer, but also, per- 
haps, the finest amateur harpist in Durope. 

Prince William of Wied has always been 
the favorite nephew of the queen, a sister 
of his father, and it was she ‘who brought 
about the marriage of Princess Sophia of 
Schoenburg-Waldenburg with this nephew 
of hers. 

The relationship of the Roumanfan Canta- 
cuzenes with those of Russia, to which Prince 
Michael Cantacuzene, son-in-law of the late 
Maj. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U. S. A., be- 
longs, is somewhat remote, and it is neces 
sary to go back 150 years to establish,

That Prince William of Wied is a capable 
man is best shown by the fact thet he pazesed 


with flying oolora the extremely difficult ex- 


amination qualifying him to become a mem- 
ber of the corps d’élite of the German army, 
the general staff corps. 

Both he and his wife are wonderfud Imn- 
guiste, and, in addition to being able to speak 
faultless English and French, are equally at 
home with Roumanian. 

In Berlin and Potsdam, where they have 
until now made their home, they are popular 
in society and will be much missed, especially 
the tall, han@some prince, who tn Berlin has 
taken an active part in the management of 
the technical schools for women, where 
various trades, arts, and inc ustries are 
taught.

The Wieds are one of the mediatized or 
former reigning families of Germany which 
retained a number of thetr old time preroga- 
tives, including that of mating on a foot- 
ing of perfect equality with the now sovereign 
dynasties of Burope. 

Thua the mether of Prince William of Wed 
was Princess Marie of the Netherlands. 
Prinoe Frederick of Wied, ag I have stated 
above, is the hueband of the only daughter 
of the king of Wurtemberg; while Princess 
Elizabeth of Wied is Queen of Roumania. 

In this way the Wieds are closely related 
to the royal houses of Holland, Wurtem- 
berg, and Roumania, as weil ap to those of 
Prussia, Sweden, and Great Britain. 

The name of the Princess of Wied te not 
unknown on this side of the Atlantic. That 
widely known work, “ Early Western Trav- 
els,” contains an account of Prince Maxi- 
of Wied's “ wavels in the interior of

1918: By the Brantwood Company.) 


North America, translated from the Ger- 
man.”’ 

In 1831 this prince, then 89 years of age, un- 
dertook a scientific exploration of the Trans- 
mississippi region, and en route epent some 
time in Boston.) 

He gives a graphic @escription of the cele 
bration of the Fourth of July there in 1882. 
He states that “in the evening the streets 
were deserted and the population were col- 
bected in the promenade called The Com- 
mon. All Boston, rich and poor, was here 
assembled in the most elegant dress.” 

His description of “ the oyster feast, of the 
fireworks, of the gay and motley uniforms of 
the militia, and especially the fact that the 
bands of musicians of the various regiments 
wore civilian dress of all colors, with round 
hata,” and particularly “‘ the absence of all 
impropriety of conduct, or unseemly noise,” 
seems to indicate that the affair’created o 
deep impression upon him, 


—~o- 

Many of Lord Beaconsfield’s moet fm- 
portant letters are now in the hands of col- 
lectors in the United Statem a fact which 
it is interesting to bear in mind in connection 
with the present publication of the life and 
correspondence of that celebrated statesman 
In England. 

It seems that In 1885 the London publishing 
houge of Murray issued a volume entitled 
“ Lord Beaconsfield’s Home Letters, writ- 
ten in 1830-1831." This was followed in 1986 
by “Lord Beaconsfield’e Correspondence 
with his sister; 1831 to 1852.”" 

After the publication of these books the 
letters upon which they were based were 
sold, and most of them came to America. 
Some of them remain behind, and they are 
of such an unvarnished character as to leave 
no doubt as to the nature of those which are 
now in America. 

They were printed in a sadly mutilated form 
in the two books which I have mentioned. 
The portions of the letters that were omitted 
furnish the most interesting feature thereof.

To give an instance: There is one letter 
written by Lom Beaconefield to his sister 
from the house of commons, dated May 30, 
1850, in which he describes a quarrel) be 
tween Mr. Birch, tutor of the then 8 year old 
Prince of Wales, and the prince congort, 
owing to the latter offering objections to 
having his eldest son taught the catechism 
ef the Church of England. 

Mr, Birch threatened to resign and to make 
public the cause of his resignation, unless he 
had his way. The matter, after having been 
put up to the queen and to the premier of 
the day, was decided against the prince 
consort and in favor of the tutor and of the 
catechism. 

Commenting on this, Disraeli writes that 
he wonders in what creed the prince consort 
wished the Prince of Wales to be brought up, 
whether it was “ Lutheranism, Pantheism, 
or Bunsenism.” 

It fe difficult to conceive what Queen Vioc- 
toria would have said if she could have known 
of the digrespectful, contemptuous manner tn 
which Lord Beaconsfieki had written about 
that hueband whose memory she revered to 
wo intense a degree to the end of her days, 

Beaconsfield owed much of the extraordi- 
nary favor whioh he enjoyed on her part to 
his affectation of reverence for the memory 
of the prince consort, sa pstaseeiielbae

$175 TO VICTIM 


Cries Before Woman Cafe 
Keeper Whose Girl Em- 
ploye Prisoner Loves. — 


READY TO HANG, HE SAYS. 


Prisoner Refuses to Name Con- 
federate in Series of Chi- 
cago Robberies. 


There still is a touch of human nature 
mingled with the criminality in the makeup 
of Henry Spencer, confessed murderer of 
Mrs. Mildred 8. Allison-Rexroat. 

The first intimation that he ever had a 
kindly feeling for women came yesterday 
when the prisoner, guarded in his cell, wept 
during a visit from Mrs, Laura Jacobsen, 
proprietor of a café at 1808 Hast Forty-sev- 
enth street, It was not alone Mrs. Jacobsen 
that brought tears to the stolid, criminal 
countenance of Spencer, but the remem- 
brance of Miss Ida Jensen, a waitress at Mra, 
Jacobsen’s café, whom the opium romancer 
declared he loved. 

Mrs. Jacobsen went to see Spencer when 
he asked Capt. John J. Halpin to send for 
her so he might return $175 which he had 
stolen while he ate at her café. 


Asks Victim’s Forgiveness. 

“IT want yau to forgive me, Mrs. Jacobsen,” 
the prisoner told her. ‘‘ Robbing you is the 
only thing that I am sorry for in my life.”’ 

“TY will forgive you,” Mre. Jacobsen told 
him. “I never believed you would take my 


_ money. 


** Well, Iam guilty of every crime you read 
about in the mewspapers,’’ Spencer replied, 
* I don’t mind that, however. I will soon pay 
for itt all. But why didn't Ida come? She 
is the only girl I ever loved, 

“‘Ida will be the last person I think of 
when they lead me to the gallows,” Spencer 
continued. “I hope she may come to see me 
just before I am hanged.” 

Expects Hanging in Sixty Days. 

Spencer told Capt. Halpin he didn’t want 
a lawyer and that he expects to be hanged 
within sixty days. 

“ He wants to get it over with,’’ Capt. Hal- 
pin said. ‘“‘He is satisfied he must die on 
the gallows and seems to be waiting con- 
tentedly to die. I am convinced he should 
be sent back to Du Page county for trial.”

Count Edwin Joseph Brunswick Corumpa, 
alleged German nobleman, inventor, and 
private detective, yesterday was arrested in 
Muscatine, Ia., on complaint of federal of- 
ficials in Chicago, charging violatian of the 
Mann act. 

The count or “ graf’’—he insists on the 
German form of the title—is charged with 
transporting Miss Autumn Stonebreaker, 15 
years old, from Crawfordsville, Ind., to Chi- 
cago for immoral purposes. The alleged un- 
lawful tramsportation took place on July 
4, 1948. 


“IT Am a Countess Now.” 

According to the government, Count Co- 
rumpa took the girl to a room at 1686 North 
Clark street and married her on July 24. 
After the wedding the girl wrote to friends 
saying “I am a countess now” and signed 
the letters “Countess Autumn Brunswick 
Corumpa.”’ 

The “ graf” met the girl at a county fair 
in Crawfordsville, where he was assigned to 
do detective work by a private detective 
agency in Chicago. Soon after his arrival 
in Chicago with the girl, the count and the 
detective job parted company. Then the 
government started an investigation, and 
both the count and countess packed up and 
moved to Moline, and later across the river 
From there they went 
to Muscatine, where the count set up “‘court” 
in a tent on the bank of the Mississippi river, 
not far from where the Muscatine button 
factories do their clam fishing. It was there 
they were arrested. 


A Few of His Accomplishments, 
According to the disclosures made by the 
government's investigation, Corumpa was in 
Boston a year ago, where he received aid 
from the associated charities. He told the 
charity officials he was an inventor and had 
invested $40,000 in a balloon invention, which 
failed. 
He gave the following as among his nu- 
merous accomplishments: 
Expert linguist. 
Inventor of a stove part, a balloon, and 
a bug trap. 
Practiced dentistry in Japan. 
Inherited the title of “ graft" from Ger- 
man ancestors.

SAYS HE HAS NEW POWER. 


founty Attorney Chindblom As- 
serts State’s Attorney Has 
Misconstrued Statute. 


State's Attorney Hoyne began a formal ef- 
fort yesterday to get possession of all ** fees, 
fines, forfeitures, and penalties’ assessed 
in Cook county cases for violation of the 
criminal code. 

Basing his action upon a law that was not 
disclosed publicly until after it went into ef- 
fect last July, he attempted to start injunt- 
tion proceedings against officers of all the 
courts in Cook county hearing cases of this 
sort. They include the clerks of the Circuit, 
Superior, County, Probate, Appellate, Crim- 
inal, and Municipal courts, sixty-three police 
magistrates, and eighty-eight justices of the 
. peace. 

He did not succeed in getting his cases 
started because of the unusual! method of 
procedure to which he resorted. He attempt- 
ed to file “ informations in chancery ” in the 
Cirouft court without payment of fees. John 
W. Rainey, clerk of the court, was absent, 
and his assistants told Mr. Hoyne’s repre- 
sentatives. to, return tomorrow, when Mr. 
Rainey will be on duty. 


Procedure Is Unusual. 

The statement issued by the prosecutor 
said this procedure was both novel and new, 
and several attorneys of long experience said 
they never heard of anything of the sort in 
local practice before. 

“Informations in chancery,” said the 
Hoyne statement, “ were used by the king's 
counsel in the early days of England, and 
was the only method by which counsel for 
the crown or the king could come into court 
‘and enforce a public right. The state's at- 
torney .représerits the people of the county 
and state and stands upon the same footing 
as did the counsel for the king in the early 
days of Engliand.”’ 

The law under which the state's attorney 
proposes to act is the saine one he called 
to the attention of the county board in July, 
when he announced the new system would 
place additional expense upon his office. In 
brief, it directs that the state's attorney 
shall make the collections and turn the 
money over to the county treasurer, there 
to be held until the expenses of the prose- 
cutor’s office have been. met at the end of 

the quarter, when the balance must be 
turned over to the county superintendent of 
schools as part of the distributable school 
fund. 
Chindblom Denies Claims. 
“I don't find that the act increases the 


duties of the state's attorney materially,” 
said County Attorney Chindblom. “ He al- 


ways has been responsble for the collection of |... 


fines, forfeitures, and penalties, and the ad- 
dition of fees to this list, as I construe it, 
means simply state's attorney's fees. 

“The only important change is that the 
collections are to be held by the county treas- 
urer as a trust fund to meet the state's at- 
torney’s expenses. That doesn’t mean that 
the county board loses any of its present 
power to designate the number and the com- 
pensation of his assistants.” 

Mr. Chindblom will advse the county board 
that the new system will mean simply that 
the court clerks, justices of the peace, and 
police magistrates will have to account to 
Mr. Hoyne for all collections placed under 

‘his charge and not that he will require a 
staff to do the collectng. One or two refer- 
ences in the state's attorney's statement 
. were construed to mean the same thing.

CHRISTIAN BOY THE VICTIM. 


. 


Government ‘Charges Religious. Con- 
spiracy; Chicago Rabbis Protest. 


KIEFF, Russia. Oct. 8.—The trial of Men-- 


del Beilis, a' Jew accused of the murder ofa 
Christian boy, Andrew Yushinsky, on March 
25, 1911, near Kieff, was begun today before 
a full bench of four judges. The president 
of the court is Judge Boldiriew. | 

Intense interest attaches to the trial be- 
cause of the previous announcement that the 
prosecutor would uphold the theory of ritual 
murder. In the preliminary examination 
much testimony was taken and incorporated 
in the indictment, which concludes: 

‘“‘On the basis of these facts Beilis is 
charged with entering into a conspiracy 
with other undiscovered persons to deprive 
the boy Yushinsky of his life by methods of 
torture, and with having perpetrated or con- 
nived in the atrocities perpetrated on the 
boy.”’ 


Courtroom Guarded by Police. 

The courtroom was crowded to its capacity 
and. the building was surrounded by de- 
tachments of police. 

The question of a postponemnt of the 
trial was overruled. The jury was drawn 
by lot and consists for the most part of peas- 
ants, with a sprinkling of minor officials. 

Representatives of the government and the 
holy synod will be in attendance. 


CHICAGO RABBIS STIRRED. 

Twenty-two Chicago rabbis met yesterday 
in the Oheve Sholem temple, Ashland boule- 
vard and Polk street, and decided to hold 
memorial services tomorrow night in all of 
the temples of Chicago in connection with 
the Mendel Beilis murder case in Kieff, Rus- 
sia. The rabbis asserted that the affair was 
an international Jewish calamity and that 
not only one man but the entire race is the 
victim of medieval superstition. 

The rabbis sent a cablegram to the secre- 
tary of the committee appointed by the Jews 
on the trial asking that every rabbi in the 
world take a solemn oath that there is noth- 
ing in the religion of the Jewish church which 
would permit of the taking of blood for the 
passover or any other services. The cable- 
gram was sent to Magocs, Hungary.

Cold baths are of great sérvice, but after the 
age of 35 they must be taken only with the 
approval of the physician.

It should be remembered that a fat 
person is often a weak person, and in certain 
cases the heart may be weak.

Modern Food Budgets: Ancient Recipes. 
 N acéom plished dietist of wide. exper!- 
ence, in watching the world.eat, made 
the remark several yeats ago that the 
poor Italian women of New York City 
know more about dietaries than a Chit- 
enden, and this was not to deprecate the great- 
ly admired work of this eminent physiologist. 
They know the way to use soups, cheese, 
spaghetti, olive oil, and always some green, 
cooked or raw, as salad, no matter how poor, 
giving their families a better balanced dict 
than that~of families of any other race, living 
under similar conditions. 
—_ 

In 1907 there was published a book called 
“Wage Earners’ Budgets; a Study of Stand- 
ards. and: Cost of Living in New York City,” 
by Louise Boland More, a resident of the 
Greenwich’ settlement hQuse. It is a book 
with which the little visiting housekeeper of the 
-charities and her sisters in similar work ought 
to be acquainted. 

The incomes of the families whose expenses 
are given in detail vary from $260 to $1,512 
a year. A family with this smallest amount 
had a standard of living far above its income, 
while other families with five times that 
amount had a low standard. 

Mrs. More says that ‘‘the expenditures de- 
pend upon the character of the mother.” If she 
does not know. how to cook, the diet is 
monotonous as well as inadequate. 

Some typical menus are given in this book, 
as well ag tables of prices of food. What a 
family of five had to keep the members well

nourished on $5.50 a week is given. An Italian 
family of ten whose food cost less than $8 
week (they had plenty of soup and salad and 
cheese) were well nourished. |

If one has the patience to study these tables 
and facts, many valuable suggestions of what 
to do and what not to do with a little money 
can be gained. People with more money can 
live on less sums if they so choose and be well 
nourished, because it really takes money to 
Save money. 

Money saved on a monotonous diet, though, 
is not worth as much as it might be, ‘and that 
variety which is the spice of life is more need- 
ed in the food we eat than in any other one 
detail of living. 

The designations of foods as soup, meat, 
vegetables, never giving them more specific 
names, makes for monotony and lack of in- 
terest, and many a mother with enough to 
spend to keep her family well nourished 
usually thinks of the daily dinner as soup, etc., 
when she ought to be thinking in more definite 
terms. The regular recurrence of some: one 
thing, let us say jelly roll; which some of the 
members of the family dislike to the point of 
disgust, is also unnecessary.

In the utilization of leftovers there Is little 
imagination shown to the! securing of variety. 
Suppose there is some cold corn beef and 
cabbage in the pantry to be utilized. It; will 
excite the imagination a bit to call it by the 
old name of “bubble and squeak.” Or suppose 
there are potatoes instead of cabbage with the 
meat. Why not call the two put together a 


ecping 


beef pudding for a change instead of hash, 
even though we have come to look upon corn 
beef hash as one of the luxuries, as we seem 
to do. Here are some old recipes for these 
things. 

BUBBLE AND SQUEAK.—Chop some cold 
boiled white cabbage, season it with pepper 
and salt, and fry it with a little butter. Pep 
per and boil some slices of cold. boiled salted 
beef. Put the fried cabbage into a dish and 
lay round it the slices of boiled beef. Serve 
it decisively hot. 

One English epicure considers this 
enough for the chafing dish. He says: 

“Not to know bubble and squeak is to ad- 
mit one’s ignorance of one of the good things 
of the earth. It is an old Cornish version. 
There may be others, but there can be none 
better. The dish needs cabbage, and it is most 
practical to get a fresh young cabbage, boiled, 
pressed, and chopped into shreds before you 
begin the actual cooking. It saves time ané 
trouble. Put a tablespoon of butter in the 
chafing dish, also one chopped onion and the 
cabbage. Let it frizzle and absorb the butter. 
Just before boiling add gradually a cupful of 
milk, pepper and salt. As soon as it boils up 
take it off and put it aside in’a hot dish. Now 
beat up three underdone slices of cold roast 
beef in two tablespoons of butter, turning 
them frequently, so that they shall be well 
cooked on both sides;

IN TORREON CITY? 


Fall of Place Reported to Have 
Been Followed by Many 
Killings of Aliens. 


FEDERAL TROOPS ast 


Gen. Alvarez, His Staff, and 125 
Soldiers Reported to Have 
Been Put to Death. 


CAPTURE FOLLOWS LONG BATTLE 


Mexico City, Oct. 8—With the capture of 
Torreon by the rebels, rumors became cur- 
rent today of a massacre of Spaniards, 
which,.if confirmed, would approach the hor- 
ror of the massacre of Chinese in the same 
city during the Madero revolution in 1910. 

It is estimated that there are between 
sixty and a hundred Spaniards in the city 
of Torreon. Refuges who have communi- 
cated with the rebels in that district said 
it has been a common boast that they would 
slaughter the Spaniards if they succeeded 
in capturing the town, 

The Spanish minister to Mexico, Sefior 
Cologan y Cologan, was without informa- 
tion tonight further than the reports, but 
was greatly concerned. He held a long con- 
ference with the American chargé, Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, and the latter made an ap- 
pointment with the Mexican foreign min- 
ister. 

The American chargé is convinced of the 
truth of the capture of the city and haz so 
notified Washington. Few Americans are 
left in Torreon. 


French and Germans There. 

Besides Spaniards, there are a number of 
French and Germans residing in Torreon. 
Their diplomatic representatives here are 
making efforts to learn their fate. 

The rebels are said to be headed by Fran- 
cisco Villa, whose reported capture and exe- 
cution by the federals recently was later dis- 
proved, They are said to have swooped down 
unexpectedly’the last of September, the fed- 
erals evacuating.

DOMINICAN REVOLT ENDED 
BY NEW AMERICAN POLICY. 


James Sullivan, United States Minister, 
Induces Warring Factions to Sign 
Peace Agreement. 


SANTO DOMINGO, Oct. 8.—The American 
minister to the Domincan Republic, James 
M. Sullivan, hes induced the warring fac- 
tions in this country to sign a peace agree- 
ment, and the revolution headed by Gen. 
Horatio Vasquez against the govenment of 
the provisional president, Jose Bordas Val- 
dez, ie ended, 

The American ministers action is the first 
successful application of the United States 
government’s new Latin-American policy 
with regard to the Domincan Republic 
which is to the effect that the force of arms 
can never again settle any question in this 
country. : 

Mr. Sullivan has made it known that the 
last civil war in this republic has been 
fought. In the future any uprising, he says, 
will be stamped out as criminal without a 
conference being hel between the oppos- 
ing factions, the United States government 
supporting ‘the constitutional authority 
against force regardless of the merits of the 
issue. The people of Santo Domingo are 
being instructed that the remedy for future 
grievances lies in the free ballot at a future

DEFYING WILSON 


Senate Committee Will Con- 
tinue Hearings on Cur- 
rency Reform 
Measure. 


SEES WALL STREET PLOT. 


Bill Discussed by Frank A. 
Vanderlip, Who Praises Some 
Sections of It; Op- 
poses Others 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8—{Special.]—The 
senate committee on banking and currency 
will not be coerced or cajoled into hasty ac- 
tion on the administration's currency bill. 

That ig the answer of a majority. of a com- 
mittee to President Wilson's efforts toward 
a discontinuance of the hearings on the 
measure and a speedy report to the senate, 
The hearings will go on until Oct. 25 if wit- 
nesses appear who desire to be heard. 

All doubt as.to the independent attitude of 
@ majority of: the committee was removed 
at an executive session held this afternoon. 
The three Democratic senators who have 
been standing out against the president's re- 
peated requests for early action—O’ Gorman 
of New York, Reed of Missouri, and Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska—spoke their minds freely 
at this meeting. They keenly resented the 
talk: of insistence by the White House upon 
hasty action and they were plainly incensed 
at the attack made upon Senator Hitchéock 
and indirectly upon other Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee by Carter G. Glass, 
chairman of the house banking and currency 
committee. 

The three Democratic senators have the 
sympathy of the Republican members on 
the committee, and, acting with them, they 
are able to control the situation in the eom- 
mittee by a vote of four. 


Plot Money Flurry? 

It was reported in Democratic senatorial] cir- 
cles today that one reason for the president's 
redoubled efforts to secure immediate pas- 
sage of currency legislation is the report that 
Wall street may be planning to precipitate 
a panic to punish the Democrats for reduc- 


ous Democratic members of the senate. The 
president, they said, has been given infor- 
mation indicating that the money trust is 
maneuvering to bring about a financial strin- 
gency as it is accused of having done.in 1907. 

This argument is what swung Senator J. 
Ham. Lewis, Democratic whip of the sen- 
ate, to support of the bill according to ex- 
planations current among members of the 
upper house. The Illinois senator has been 
opposed to the pending measure until today, 
when he announced that he will do all in 
his power to assist the president to obtain 
immediate currency legislation. 


Vanderlip Talks of Bill. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the Na- 
tional City bank of New York, told the 
senate banking committee today he indorsed 
many important features of the administra- 
tion currency bill. Mr. Vanderlip, however, 
criticised adversely certain points, notably 
the independence of the regional reserve 
banks, the character of the note issue plan 
and the section compelling all national 
banks to become members of the proposed 
system. 

A repetition of the panic of 1907, from sucb 
causes as brought it about, would be impoa- 
sible under the proposed banking system, 
Mr. Vanderlip said. He said the call loan 
market would be greatly minimized in im- 
portance under the new plan and that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars now used for call 
loans on stock exchange collateral would be 
turned into commercial channels. The re- 
serve system proposed would be superior to 
the present system, he said. 


Sees No Elasticity Gain. 

Mr. Vanderlip’s objections were emphatic 
on certain points. He said the new treasury 
notes guaranteed by the government would 
find their way into the reserve of non-mem- 
ber banks and ultimately no elasticity would 
be added to the volume of currency. He 
thought there would be.'no incentive under 
the new law to retire the present secured 
national bank currency, and therefore there 
would be little room for the proposed issue 
of treasury notes. 

The banker advocated a single bank in 
place of the proposed twelve regional re- 
serve banks. The administration bill linked 
the twelve regional banks, “by forced 
loans,” That plan, he said, was ‘ obnox- 
ious’? and he added that the bill would be 
without practical results if that feature were 
followed. 

Another point made against the bill by Mr, 
Vanderlip was that under the method of se- 
lecting boards of directors of the reserve 
banks, control was thrown almost entirely 
into the hans of the small banks. He said 
banks with capital of $67,000,000 would have 
the same power in selecting directors as 
banks with a combined capital of $836,000,000.

An abundant display of the old White Sox 
spirit, along with many long distance base 
hits, brought a thrilling victory to Comis- 
key'’s bold warriors over the 4apiring Cubs 
in the first game for the city championship 
atthe west side park yesterday. The score 
was 6 to 4. 

A more concentrated and daring atta 


It 
was a combat of free and rampant hitting on 
each side, with the Sox always in the lead 
after scoring two runs in the opening round. 
“ Tex’’ Russell, the youthful southpaw 
star, was on the slab against Larry Cheney, 
the “ Big Moose ”’ of the west side. Neither 
hurler was at his best, and both were tak>.n 
out before the contest ended. Jim Scott came 
from the warming corner in the midst of a 
desperate eighth inning rally and relieved 
Russell of his burden, while Cheney gave way 
to a pinch hitter just at that time and Jim 
Lavender took his place in the ninth.

The batting was tremendous, excelling any- 
thing seen in a city series opening game in 
the past. 
greater use of their swats. They gathered 
eleven drives for nineteen bases, wile the 
Cubs piled up twelve hits for twent}-one 
bases. 
against one for the Cubs, helped the south 
siders in gaining the victory. 

In all, twenty-three hits were made. 
Eleven were singles, nine doubles, one a 
triple, and two home runs. Both four base 
drives were made by the Cubs. Wilbur Good 
clouted one against the right field signboard 
in the sixth, and Vic Saier duplicated the 
trick in the eighth.

This exceeded by a few hundred the 
number at the first game last year, when bad 
weather prevailed. The weather yesterday 
wasn't of the best, but was warm, with the 
gun trying to shine through ari Indian sum- 
mer fog. 

Crowd Forms in Field. 

Just one hour before time to start the game 
all the seats in the grand stand, pavilion, and 
bleachers had been filled and the general 
admission crowd began spilling over onto the 
field to oceupy the temporary benches placed 
in a great circle around the outfield. Some 
time before starting time all the box seat 
patrons were in their places and the general 
impression was that more than 20,000 persons 
all told were gathered. 

The circle of spectators around the outfield 
made it necessary to have ground rules, any 
ball going into the crowd entitling the bat- 
ter to two bases. That accounts partly for 
the large number of two base hits. While 
some of those doubles would have been outs 
on a clear field, others would have been

And Cy was fanned without even touching 
the ball. = Three deadly hook curves and one 
fast one from Scott's elastic arm did the trick. 
Williams took the first hoox for a strike,made 
a vicious swing at the next one, which broke 
far below his bat, and then took a high fast 
one on the outside for one ball. Scott put 
another hook down around Williams’ knees 
and another frantic swing: retired him. It 
was the best bit of pitching of the day, and 
a Frank Baker, a Ty Cobb, or a Honus Wag- 
ner probably would have been just as help- 
less as the young collegian of the Cubs. 
Williams’ spectacular retirement made two 
out and Scott handed out the same deadly 
curve to Tommy Leach, whose care enabled 
him to hit the ball, but it was an easy ground- 
er to Berger and the side was out.

Scott was keeping 
the ball high and on the outside, with the 
hope of making Vic hit to leff field, where he 
could not get such force behind the drive. 
Vie did hit to left fleld and it was a long, 
high one that would have been a double into 
the crowd, thus putting runners on second 
and third, where another base hit would 
have tied the score. In this crisis Chappell 
showed he was worth the big price paid for 
him. He dashed back and to his right with 
such apperent determination to get that ball 
that the crowd opened up for him, and tnto 
their midst he plunged regardless of danger.

Twice Sox runners were cut down at the 
home plate, Russell being one victim when 
he attempted to score from second on 
Weaver's sharp hit to center field, and Berger 
dying at home when he came in from second 
on Russell's grounder to Bridwell, whose 
wide throw was dropped by Saier, but re- 
covered in time to make the play at home,

WORLD RECORDS BROKEN. 


Mare Flower Direct Wins Third 
Heat in 2:01 bnd Victor 
Lands Fifth in 2:0314.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Tom 
Murphy, after being pitched headlong into 
the center field yesterday, when a hobbled 
pacer called Strathstorm, which he was driv- 
ing. went into the fence, was back at the 
track today, sore and bruised, but determined 
to drive another hoppled steed, Frank Bogash 
Jr., in the $3,000 Tennessee purse, an event 
from which no pacer was barred. 

He did drive him, and Bogash won the race 
after five spectacular heats. The time 
ranged from 2:01 to 2:00%, and much turf 
history was made during the contest. Hal 
Sraden, first choice in the betting before 
the start, not only was beaten but did not 
finish in the money. Directum I., second 
choice of the speculators, and which holds 
the half mile track record for pacers, 2:02%, 


got no part of the purse, being drawn after ! 


he had gone three hard heats in which he 
finished 2, 4, and 5. 


First Two Heats Fast. 
‘Im the firat two heats the last half of the 
miles was in better than a minute, 
and in the third the first half was reeled off 
in :59%. Then came a mile which seemed 
like a funeral procession compared with the 
heats that precedd it, the time being 2:00%. 
All hands left the result to a sprint in the 
homestretch, the final quarter being done 
izi :29. . 

Murphy trailed too long in this heat and 
Flower Direct beat Frank Bogash, but the 
next time out the New Yorker and his wo: - 
derful pony set the crowd afire with ¢n- 
thusiasm by stepping off a mile in 2:08%, the 
fastest fifth heat ever paced. Flower Di- 
rect grabbed a world’s record when she paced 
the third heat in 2:01, that being the best thi-d 
heat in a race by a mare. 

It was a.great day for Murphy and he en- 
joyed it thoroughly, despite his aching bones 
and the fact that while he lay unconscious 
at the quarter pole yesterday, a watch which 
for him had great sentimental value disap- 
peared. He had the judges announce the loss

Victory Makes Bogash Champion. 

Aside from the result of the race, which 
made Frank Bogash Jr. champion race pacer 
of the year, the fact that he waz particul.. / 
anxious to beat certain horses in the race, and.

The seven starters made a very classy field. 
Braden Direct, record 2:01%, and a proven 
race horse, was selected by most horsemen 
to win, and in the early betting he brought 
$150.
